-—Three hundred persons « were 
buried alive by the . earthquake 


which shook Armenia last night. 
Hundreds of others were danger- 
ously injured. The greater part 
of this city is in ruins. Not a 
single structure escaped damage. 

The earthquake shook all of Ar- 
menia late iast night. 

Many houses collapsed, telegraph 
lines torn down, trees uprooted aud 
cattie killed. 

There was no loss of life among 
the large personnel of the Amer- 
ican Near East Relief or the 90090 
Armenian orphans, under their 
care. This was due to the sturdy 
construction of the old stone Czar- 
ist military barracks in which they 
are housed and the splendid diseci- 
pline maintained by the Americaas 
among the children. 

Villagers in Panic. 

‘Believing that Mount Ararat, 
Only a short distance away, was in 
eruption, the inhabitants rushed in. 
panic from their homes, They were 
soon reassured by the American 
doctors and nurses attached te the 
Near East Helief, who, by their 
prompt action and cool demeanor, 
preserved admirable order 
throughout the town. 

Inhabitants of the slopes of 
Mount Ararat fell to their knes, 
praying for deliverance from the 
calamity. while others went to the 
churches.

JOSEPH. IMBS, HEAD 
OF MILLING FIRM. DEES 


Oldest Member of Merchants 
Exchange, 85, Succumbs 
to Apoplexy. 


Joseph F. Imbs, veteran St. 
Louis miller, whose flour before 
the days of railroads was shipped 
by steamboat all over the South 
and West, died at his home, 1800 
South Compton avenue, at 9:30 
o’clock last night, following an ap- 
oplectic stroke. He was 85 years 
old and had spent the day at his 
desk in the Merchants’ Exchange, 
of which he was the oldest active 
member, 

Born in Alsace, France, on 
Christmas Day, 1841, Mr. Imbs 
Came to St. Louis with his parents 
when 10 years old. He learned 
‘the flour business and before the 
age of 20 had formed the heabiinns 
‘ship of Imbs, Meyer and Fuz, 
| commission flour merchants, who 
bought the product of small and 
inearby mills and reshipped it by 
(water to New Orleans and inter- 
mediate distributing points whence 
it was sent out all over the South 
and West. 

Built Central Mills. 

This business was continued 
through the Civil War, during 
which period Imbs and his asso- 
clates built the old Central Mills 
at Main and Elm streets, and be- 
gan to produce as well as dis- 
tribute flour. : 

He saw St. Louls grow, during 
the next 20 years, to be the great 
western center of the flour indus- 
try, and then, with the growth of 
the railroads and the abandon- 
ment of river traffic, Minneapolis 
wrest her milling supremacy from 
this city. The old firm had be-

RIPLEY WANTS FEDERAL 
INQUIRY INTO UTLTES 


Harvard Professor Says Un- 
warranted Consolidations 
Tempt to Skullduggery. 


By the Assoctated Press. 
BOSTON, Oct...23.—Prof. Wil- 


liam Z. Ripley of Harvard, whose 
recent broadsides against certain 
corporate practices have /coused 
the financial community, has fired 
another salvo—this time with a 
demand for Federal investigation 
of the public utilities field. 

In an article in the November 
issue’ of the Atlantic Monthly, 
Prof. Ripley follows his criticism 
of the abuse of nonvoting stock 
ana the obscurity of financial re- 
ports of large corporations with a 
plea for “more light” on the whole 
subject of utilities. 

Particular reference is made to 
the electric light and power in- 
dustry and its trend toward amal- 
gamation and financial reorganiza- 


tion. 
Holding 


Holding companies itn the indus- 
try are arraigned on a charge of 
over development which, Prof. 
Ripley finds, is provocative of un- 
warranted concentration of power 
and affords a temptation to “presti- 
digitation, double-shuffling, horn- 
swoggling and skullduggery.” 

Writing of “the menace of a de- 
velopment reaching such propor- 
tions as it has within little more 
than a decade,” Prof. Ripley -holda, 
“the creation of a great body of 
investors, while it may operate to 
bring about a more co-operative 
spirit among peoples at large in 
matters of franchise rate regula- 
tion and the like, may conceivably 
work the other way in case of mis- 
management or dereliction.” 

Turning to the details of finan- 
cial reorganization, he says that “a 
particular menace lies in the ap- 
peal, often under guise of a plea 
for simplification of an involved 
corporate structure, for the little 
holder of bonds of a local operating 
enterprise to give them up in re- 
turn for shares of the newly created 
finance corporation.

HYDE BRANDS HIMSELF. 


Two things in connection with former Governor 
Hyde’s attack on Major Harry B. Hawes for bring- 


ing Mrs. Adolphus Busch home from Germany after

Care of Gold Fish 


TUDY and learn all there is to 
§ know about gold fish before 
you try to keep them. This is 

the sound advice given at the Aqua- 
rium, where the phone frequently 
rings for information on the sub- 
ject. Gold fish are naturally hardy 
and are said to live 25 years or 
more under proper conditions. 

Proper conditions include a good 
sized tank with plenty of fresh 
water, not overcrowded with fish, 
and in a room where there is a 
good supply of fresh air, but no 
direct draught over the tank. The 
fish comes up for air often, and 
if it does not get the right amount 
of oxygen it “clucks” for it, a pe- 
culiar sucking noise that an owner 
soon learns i* observant 

The tank home should be sup- 
plied with the st#he bridges and 
castles, and the usual water plants. 
Clean sand is put on the bottom of 
many of the tanks. The stale water 
is drawn off by a syphon once a 
week and fresh water is poured in 
gently at the temperature of the 
room. 

The fish are rather greedy and 
seem always to be looking for food. 
Overfeeding is one cause of loss in 


' private tanks. A proper food comes 


in wafer or granular form, and di- 
rections on the box give explicit 
feeding directions. 

It is not an unusual proceeding 
for gold fish to change color. That 
is, they become more or less bril- 
liant, and some say the color indi- 
cates the state of health. These fish 
have their ills like ..e pet dog or 
cat, and we should know them well 
enough to give them the care they 
need. The tank should not be ex- 
posed to extreme changes of weath- 
er, for they take cold rather easily. 
They should not.be regaled with 
cake or cracker cruribs dropped 
into the tank at random. Stick to 
the proper food and the fish will 
probably live to a ripe old age. 

Many owners like to put in a 
couple of silver fish as well as one 
or more of the black spotted gold 
fish just for the contrast. It seems 
to make the pure gold ones more 
attractive. It is said that the fancy 
breeds are not as healthy as the 
common fish and are more difficult 
to raise. 


Doughnuts. 

Put four cups flour in shallow 
pan, add one and one-half. tea- 
spoons soda, one and three-fourths 
teaspoons cream of tartar, one 
fourth teaspoon grated nutmeg, 
one-fourth teaspoon cinnamon. 
Work in one-half tablespoon but- 
ter with tips of fingers, add one 
cup sugar, one egg well beaten 
and one cup sour milk. Stir thor- 
oughly and toss on board thickly 
dredged with flour, knead slightly, 
using more flour if necessary. Pat 
and roll out to one-fourth inch in 
thickness, sh&pe, fry and drain. 
Sour milk doughnuts should be 
turned as soon as they come to top 
of fat. and frequently afterward.

I, however, have before me a 
contribution by. Sir Arthur News- 
holme (London Lancet) as to prog- 
ress made in England, a progress 
that may be taken ag an index of 
our own country. ; 

This writer states that although 
the death rate from tuberculosis 


‘of the lungs has decreased in En- 


gland since 1871 from 2.22 per 
1000 to 0.84, a decrease of 62 per 
cent, tuberculosis nevertheless 
continues to be one of the chief 
causes of death and perhaps the 
most frequent source of adult dis- 
ability, as well as the chief factor 
in producing dependent widows 
and children. 

Like cancer, tuberculosis kills 
more than half its victims during 
the working years of their life, 
tuberculosis 
kills 97 per cent under 65, while 
cancer only kills 60 per cent. 

The death rate in England has 
been considerably reduced in the 
last 10 years, except for the age 
periods of 20 to 25 in women. The 
mortality at this period is un- 
doubtedly due to unemployment 
and the increasing migration of 
young people from rural communi- 
ties to large towns, where tubercu- 
losis is.more prevalent.” 

Although the figures of child 
mortality are much less than they 
were, and deaths from tuberculo- 
sis between birth and 5 years are 
not so frequent, the number of vic- 
tims is still enormous, and one of 
the most urgent problems of pub- 
lic health and of general medical 
practice is how to minimize risks 
of infection during the first five 
and especially during the first ate 
years of life.
